An additional word of explanation in regard to the Battell Forest may be 
in order. The college forester last summer, imgiving a talk on the forest, 
pointed out that a large part of it is virgin timber. Sometimes people аге 
a little disappointed that the timoer is not larger. Their idea of primeval 
forest 18 of enormous trees. Such trees are frequently found in the lower 
ramges of it, The heaviest forest is found in the basin «where the stteams 
rise. such as the Texas Basin and the Bingo Basin. As the altitude increases, 
the size of the trees decreases, and on thesides of the mountains & clear 
spruce spruce stand on which the axe has never been used may run to only 
fifteen to twenty inches in diameter. As you go higher vo, the trees run 
still smaller, until on the top of Bread Loaf Mountain and Lincoln Mountain 
they are extremely dwarfed and stunted. All that we need to bear in mind 
is that the size and appearanc eof virgin forest varies with its soil and 
altitudes

A little off tho rocd to Hancéch and about threo quarters of a 
mile beyond the Long Trail, Beileyts Falls invite with quiet rurrur 
and but meagre hint. From the main highway а logging road to the 
right, turning bacr at rather more than right angles, сговзев a tiny 
runlet that later joins with Bailoy's, and then, pressing sonewhat 
arduously up а hundred-yard slope, leads to а clump of picnic shan- 
tiós.
